THB SVPRBHIC COURT mBI^IBV. 


The Indiana bar committee 
have 
agreed on a constitutional amendment 
that provides for an increase of the su- 
preme court judges, to dispose of the 
cases crowded before that tribunal. 


The measure provides tliat the su- 
preme court shall consist of ten justices, 
a majority of whom shall constitute 
quorum, and shall hold tlieir offiees 
seven years if they so long^ behave well. 


The general assembly is given power 
to «creaee the nnmber of justipes from 
time to time, as the bnsineas of the 
oourt shall require it. 
The chief justice 
shall be elected annually by a majority 
vote of the members of the oourt on the 
first day of the eairUest session of the 
court in each .year and shall serve one 
year. 
He shaU immediately after his 
elation divide the justices into sections 
of three, and tiiiereafter at the end of 
six months shall divide them into otlier 
sections, composed of new members, 
which sections shall sit sepamtely, each 
with the chief justice as the presiding 
offlc«« and member th»eof, and shall 
hescr and determine all causes and mat- 
ters submitted to the oourt and allotted 
to them respectively.
